FINDING OF PAPERS AND

HE Special Criminal Court, sitting at 
tá Collins Barracks, Dublin, yesterday, 
sentenced Edward Flanagan, Derrynane 
Gardens, Sandymount, Dublin, described as 
an insurance agent, to eighteen months’ im- 
Rare yen for being a member of an un- 
awful organisation, twelve months’ imprison- 
ment for having had ammunition without a 
certificate, three months’ imprisonment for 
having had incriminating documents, and six 
months’ imprisonment for failing to give an 
account of his ‘movements, the sentences to 
run concurrently, from the date of arrest. 

Mr. Oliver Moriarty, K.C. (instructed by 
Mr. D. O’Donovan, Chief State Solicitor’s 
Office), who prosecuted on behalf of the 
Attorney-General, said that when detectives 
visted 21 Derrynane Gardens, Sandymount, 
Dublin, where Flanagan lived, on August 26, 
they found a large number of documents, 
some of which appeared to have emanated 
from company intelligence officers, and were 
addressed to ‘‘ The Battalion I. 0.” There 
were 93 documents concerning the year 1955, 
13 concerning , three concerning 1953, 
and 19 concerning 1939, and, in the submis- 
sion of the prosecution, that proved that 
Flanagan was not alone a battalion intelli- 
vence Officer, but combined with that office 
the duties of an intelligence record officer, 
because he had for a period of four years 
received reports from other officers. 


THE DOCUMENTS 


For instance, they found one document 
containing names of members of the Garda 
Siuchuna. Copybooks were also found, and 
in one of them an attempt appeared to have 
been made to compile—he supposed from re- 
ports received—an entire list of the Gardai 
in the Dublin Garda area, their stations, and 
a list of squad cars. Ammunition had also 
been found in his possession. 

A detective gave evidence to the effect that, 
with other detectives, he searched 21 Derry- 
nane Gardens, and found a parcel containing 
documents in the kitchen. Flanagan took full 
responsibility for the documents. One docu- 
ment coutamed names ot members of the 
(tarda Siochana, and another contained addi- 
tional names. 


AMMUNITION IN A COAT 


Another detective said that he found in a 
coat hanging in the hall eight rounds of 
ammunition. Flanagan admitted that the 
coat was his. He found exercise books and 
a manual of training. One of the exercise 


books. contained the names and ranks of 
Army officers, and another particulars of 
police organisation with the names of 


different police stations in the Dublin metro- 
politan district. 

A. Civic Guard said that in a recess ':nder 
the stairs he found in a pocket of a jacket a 
small envelope with four documents contain- 
ing a list of names of the personnel of the 
branch of the Garda to which he himself 
helcnged, and names of other members of 
the Garda. llanagan took responsibility 
for anything found inside the pockets of the 
coat 

A detective said that he found a document 
under the mattress of Flanagan’s bed, and 
Ilanagan said that he took responsibility for 
it, although he had never seen it. The 
document was dated 28/7/°39 and referred 
to information by a girl about where guns 
were hidden, and also gave the name of a 
man “who was willing to carry letters to 
Liverpool.’’ 

Evidence was given by a detective that 
Flanagan had refused to give him any in- 
formation about his. movements. 


STATEMENT BY ACCUSED 
MAN 


A Superintendent stated that no firearms 
certificate had been issued to Flanagan. 

At the conclusion of the-evidence, Flanagan 
said that he would like to point out that the 
date of the lates* document found was June 
11, 1939, which was over two months pre- 
vious to the coming into force of the Offences 
Against the State Act 1939, and therefore, 
he said, it could not be held to be an in- 
criminating document within the meaning of 
the Act, otherwise the Act would be made 
retrospective. 

The President of the Court said that the 
section of the Act under which Flanagan was 
charged had been read to him and the law 
had been explaineu He: asked Flanagan did 
he want to go into the witness box and give 
evidence that he was not a member of an 
illegal organisation.

ISCUSSING the difficulties of the linen 
D industry at a meeting in Belfast yes- 

terday, the Right Hon. H. G. H. Mul- 
holland, D.L., M.P., Chairman of the York 
Street Flax Spinning Co., said: ‘‘The trade 
is short of flax. Such flax and tow as 18 
available stands at a price which is inordi- 
nately high, and, in fact, makes it extremely 
difficult to export cloth. The quota in the 
home market is now twenty-five per cent. of 
pre-war deliveries, and, as we are not allowed 
to weave for that market, you will appreciate 
the difficulties with which we are faced. 
Moreover, where goods’ are destroyed dis- 
crimination is shown against linen by the 
order that textile goods other than linen can 
be replaced in spite of the quota. This is 
manifestly unfair on the linen trade. 
whole problem then resolves itself into a 
question of price of raw materials, the quota 
in the home market, and the cnlargement of 
the scope of exports. 


KEEPING PRICES STEADY 


“ Goods at present can only be sold be- 
cause it is possible to average the replace- 
ment price with goods put into stock at a 
lower cost. It is essential, therefore, that 
future allocations of flax and tow should be 
made at a price which will enable the trade 
to keep prices s‘eady. Any further advances 
in price will cause a further shrinkage of 
orders from export markets. 

“The quota in the home market should be 
raised, and freedom should be given to weave 
tow yarns into cloth for that market, and, at 
the least, this principle should be extended to 
the soft currency countries as well. Further- 
more, goods made from linen yarns should 
al:a be exportable to those countries. This 
proposed enlargement of the scope ot the 
markets for linen would reduce costs, which 
would benefit both Government requirements 
and the volume vf exports. 


MANY MILLS CLOSED 


“If we had no Government orders the 
majority of our mills and factories would be 
in a very serious condition. As it is many of 
the mills in the linen trade are closed, and 
the majority of those open are working to 
less than half their capacity, That state of 
affairs is uneconomic and expensive, hence 
mv request. that flax and tow should be allo- 
cated to the trade at as low a price as 
possible.” i 


EXCESS PROFITS TAX 
CRITICISED 


Strong criticism of the excess profits tax 
was also made by the chairman. 

They considered that the excess profits tax 
they had to provide for at the rate of sixty 
per cent. for nine months and at one hundred 
per cent for three months, averaging seventy 
per cent. for the twelve months, was very 
unfair, as, in the first place, owing to the 
depressed state of trade in the years before 
the war their standard profit figure was ab- 
surdly low, and, in the second place, to take 
seventy per cent. of the profit over that figure 
was entirely unreasonable and gave them no 
chance whatever to build up an adequate re- 
serve fund. Worse still, the excess profits 
tax had now been raised to one hundred per 
cent., which was not only unreasonable, but 
ridiculous, and, in his judgment, definitely 
against the public interest.

HEN the Shannon Scheme was 
W adopted fifteen years ago it was 
popularly conceived that the Pigeon 
House Generating Station would either be 
scrapped or retained as an insurance against 
occasional emergencies. Ardnacrusha, backed 
by long stretches of lake-reservoirs, would be 
a source of power more than sufficient to meet 
all of a generation for light and power and 
heat. When Shannon resources looked like 
being absorbed there would be ample time to 
supplement its output by harnessing the 
Litfey, the Erne and other rivers. But what- 
ever might happen the use of ‘‘ white 
coal’? would soon make imports of fuel 
superfluous. Current from hydro-electric 
sources would be ‘o much cheaper than from 
imported coal that the steam-driven station 
would be unable to compete. 


ENGINEERS’ FORESIGHT 


To combat that popular 
quired vision and courage, coupled with 
technical knowledge. Even among engineers 
few could be found to foresee early days 
in which the Pigeon House would not only 
survive as an indispensable ingredient inthe 
national generating system, but in which it 
would require large and costly extensions. 
Almost alone, Dublin’s City Electrical. Engi- 
neer, Mr. Laurence Kettle, forecast such 

ossibilities and remained a convinced 

eliever in the importance of coal as safe- 
guard of continuous and reliable service. 

The measure in which that precaution has 
been justified can now be derived from a 
few figures taken from the most recent 
annual reports of the Electricity Supply 
Board, which reveal three facts of capital 
and outstanding significance. First, that Jast 
vear's Pigeon House output was almost equal 
to that from Ardnacrusha. Secondly, that 
the Shannon, during several long intervals, 
could only meet a small fraction of public 
requirements for current. Thirdly, that the 
actual costs of Pigeon House supplies com- 
pare favourably with those of Ardnacrusha. 

As such facts may cause incredulous sur- 
prise among superficial students of E.S.B. 
records, a few officially certified figures may 
be appropriate.

HE pretty little seaside village of Cro- 
T mane, near Killorglin, Kerry, was 
en fete to-day, for it marked a great 
occasion, the official opening of the Mussel 
Purification Station, where banners, flags and 
bunting were hung from every available 
vantage point, whilst the population, all ck- 
ing a livelihood from the sea, were on holiday 
bent, as they looked to the station to improve 
considerably the mussel industry, which for 
six months is their sole means of livelihood.

PROMISING INDUSTRY

the area. He had heard much about 
Killorglin mussels, but he had not realised 
the extent nor the possibilities of the in- 
dustry. He paid a warm tribute to the 
Government and the Minister for their fore- 
sight in the matter.

On 
behalf of the district and the fishermen he 
thanked the Minister and all concerned, and 
assured them, on behalf of the fishermen, 
that they would co-operate and do their 
utmost to show their appreciation of their 
efforts and make the scheme a success. 

The Minister then formally opened the 
tanks. 

Messrs. Wilmot and O’Dwyer conducted 
the party through the station and explained 
the working. 

The station, built at a cost of £6,000, con- 
sists of three large tanks and an engine-room, 
containing three engines, offices and stores. 
The first tank is for storing sea water, and 
has a capacity of 120,000 gallons. The water 
is pumped from the sea by a suction pump, 
driven by a Bolinder.and Diesel engine. The 
tank fills in aber 2s hours. The sea 
water is sterilised by passing it to the centre 
tank, where it is treated with chlorine. The 
mussels are spread on wooden grids, and 
cleaned by hosing with high-pressure water. 
They are then covered for twelve hours with 
sterilised sea water. ‘This is drained off, and 
they are All covered for a further twelve 
hours. Finally the shells are sterilised and 
packed in sterilised bags, sealed and sent to 
the market.

“John Sherman” 


I was interested by the allusion in your 
Diary (says a correspondent), to Mr. W. 
B. Yeats’s story, “John Sherman,” of 
which I have a copy for many years. 
was printed in 1891, runs to about 20,000 
words, and contains, in addition, a short 
fragment called ‘‘ Dhoya.”’ 

I knew Mr. Yeats intimately in the 
early years of this century, but I cannot 
recollect that he attached any importance 
to the story, although he very kindly 
offered to sign my copy. 

“John Sherman’’ is a young man who 
leaves his native town of Ballagh 
become a clerk in his uncle’s ship-broking 
business in London. 
take up residence in Hammersmith, where 
they mix in a small circle of well-off 
He becomes engaged to a rich 
virl; discovers he does not love her, and 
finally returns to Ballagh to find happi- 
ness and peace in marrying his early play- 
mate, the rector’s daughter. 

The story is distinguished by the great 
simplicity of the writing, but, I fear; can 
hardly be regarded as autobiographical. 
Nevertheless, it is significant in regard 
to his later thought and style, as the 
following extracts will illustrate: 

““A man when he rises from the grave 
will take with him only the things that 
he is in himself.”’ 

“The learned will not get into heaven 
as readily as the flute-player, or even the 
man who smokes a cigarette gracefully.”’ 

““Poetry is essentially a touch from 
behind a curtain.” 

“Your mind and mine are two arrows. 
Yours has got no feathers, and mine has 
no metal on the point. 
which is most needed for right conduct. 
suppose it will be all right some day 
when the world has gone by and they have 
collected all the arrows into one quiver.’

to Lough Derg, and finally he would set 
a young man to read the work that once 
changed his whole outlook, Balzac’s 
‘“Comédie Humaine.”’ 


Poetry and Love 


From Balzac he passes on to Solovier, 
and his doctrine with regard to the 
family. It is in this connection he says: 
If, as these writers affirm, the 
family is the unit of social life and 
the origin of civilisation, which but 
exists to preserve it, and almost the 
sole cause of progress, it seems more 
natural than it did before that its 
ecstatic moment, the sexual choice of 
man and woman, should be the greater 
part of all poetry. <A single wrong 
choice may destroy a family, dissipat- 
ing its tradition or its biological force, 
and the great sculptcrs, painters and 
pocts are there that instinct; may find 
its Jamp. 
He next goes on to compare modern 
writers with those of the older world, 
mentioning Balzac as the only one. of the 
moderns who does not appear slight and 
shadowy in the presence of the older 
writers. This he ascribes to the fact that 
much of Balzac’s strength is derived from 
unwilling belief in the eternity of punish- 
ment, whereas much of the other moderns’ 
rhetoric and vagueness comes from personal 
feeling and belief in what the mind wishes 
to believe. 


Unity of Being 

Next follows a plea to unite nationalism 
with religion, so that the latter could 
become philosophic, since religion that is 
not philosophic will die out of modern 
Europe. The essay finishes with the follow

© pahmamnig CHARLES DE GAULLE 
sprang very suddenly into the lime- 
light. Although he had for years been 
well known in high military circles, and 
although his books on mechanised warfare 
had greatly influenced German military 
strategy, his name was almost unknown 
to the general public, and it was only in 
the last re-shuffle of the Reynaud Cabinet, 
before the French collapse, that he 
achieved Ministerial rank as Under- 
Secretary of State for War. The Premier 
held the major portfolio. 

Mr. Marlow gives a brief biography of 
General de Gaulle, concerning himself 
entirely with his military career ; describes 


' his frantic efforts to prevent the collapse 


of the French Government, and to forestal] 
tho subsequent armistice. The present 
position is the more: poignant for the 
general, in that he was in times past 
Marshal Pétain’s Chief of Staff.

Dunkirk and After. By Gordon Beckles. 
London: Hutchinson, 7/6 net, 


R. Beckles is a well-known journalist 
who has reported happenings in 
this country. In ‘‘ Dunkirk and After ”’ 
he tells the story of the only important 
military action ot the present war—if we 
treat air action as being distinct from 
military action—from the day when Ger- 
many invaded Holland, Belgium and 
Luxembourg, to the day when the Govern- 
‘ment of France surrendered. 

It is the first coherent account of the 
action that has reached us, and while 
there may subsequently be books on the 
same subject showing a keener military 
appreciation of the circumstances con- 
nected with the retreat of the Allies, of a 
higher literary value, cr with the more 
ae perspective that may be possible 
from a longer time-view, we doubt if his 
day-to-day story of the campaign will be 
surpassed. It is detailed, explanatory 
and graphic. It is “ journalistic,’ 
indeed, but there are events that can be 
presented more-clearly in a journalistic 
style than any other. 

Mr. Beckles traces the movements of the 
various sections of the British Ex- 
peditionary Force as it became broken up, 
some eventually embarking at Dunkirk, 
others being forced to surrender at St. 
Valery, the last of the B.E.F. to get out 
of France sailing from St. Malo. He 
tells of the heroic actions at Calais and 
Boulogne, and all the time he maintains 
the picture of the campaign as a whole, 
not overlooking the political repercussions, 
both in England and in France, of the 
speeches of Mr. Winston Churchill, M. 
Reynaud and the King.

At a time when horses are being replaced 

by various forms of mechanised 
transport a book like Miss Esmé Hamilton’s 
““ Speedy ’’ comes as a welcome change and 
a gentle reminder of the amount of pleasure 
that we miss through the exclusion of 
horses from our daily lives. 

Though dedicated to “ All Members of 
the Pony Club,” this is a book which will 
have an irresistible appeal to animal-lovers 
of all ages. In a simple, but altogether 
charming, animal manner Speedy recounts 
her story. She tells of early days in 
Connemara, where she lived till she was 
rounded up by a party of gipsies and sold. 
She tells of her first master’s groom, Terry, 
and how she became attached ot him— 
for it was he who taught her everything 
that mattered; to get used to the weight 
of the saddle, then that of the rider, and 
finally how to jump. She tells of the fun 
she and Terry had out cubbing, and how 
much she missed Terry when his master 
was obliged to auction her. 

The next period of her life was spent 
with a master who put her between shafts, 
and she tells of how she was just getting 
accustomed to the work when her master 
was prevailed on to let her try hunting, 
and from that time onwards there is a 
series of ecstatic episodes, with the scent 
of the dewy turf in her nostrils and the 
mixed sounds of the hunt in her ears. 
The culmination of these episodes—and, 
indeed, the climax of the whole story—is 
an Irish point-to-point, which Speedy 
wins, and, as a result, is re-sold to her 
original master and re-united to her 
beloved Terry. 

Every chapter of this book shows not 
only a very great love of animals, but also 
a very great love for the Irish countryside 
in all its many changing patterns of season 
and colour. Speedy’s accounts of the, 
storm, the big snow, the harvest, the 
September hunt and the evening run could 
only have beén written by someone who 
knows and has keenly observed all the 
details of the country. 

The illustrations by Barbara Moray

The Burma Road— 
by Bus 


Mrs. Eileen Bigland’s 
Excellent Book 


Into China. By Eileen Bigland.

i Ae June we reviewed an account by 
an American, Mr. Nicol Smith, of 
his adventures on the now famous Burma 
road. Mr. Smith claimed to be the first 
man who had traversed its entire length, 
and he wrote a very readable and iníorma- 
tive book about it. His example has been 
quickly followed ; for, if he was the first

“The Highway Got Me “ 


It is a strange road. The labour of tens 
of thousands of Chinese built it for the sole 
purpose of maintaining a channel of com- 
munication with the outside world which 
would be independent of all that Japan 
might do to isolate them. It winds, in 
parts, along the edge of precipices, where 
a landslide could mean death; and land- 
slides are among the most frequent 
phenomena of the Burma road. Bandits 
are prevalent also, and, in the towns 
through which the road winds its way, 
disease. ‘‘ I simply could not go on with 
this ghastly journey,’’ was the author’s 
reflection (as recorded in her diary), as 
she sat in the ’bus with eleven men who 
were dying of the plague, and an 
the dead body of a twelfth being heave 
from the window.

Irish Farming Review 
MORE WHEAT WANTED |

“COMPULSORY TILLAGE 


EXTENDED 
VEN before the Minister for Agriculture 


price of 37s. 6d. per barrel would be 
guaranteed for wheat harvested next year, 
instead of the 35s. per barrel guaranteed this 
year, many farmers had taken advantage of 
recent open weather to get their land ready 
for next year’s crops. More especially does 
this apply to land intended for wheat, which 
has proved much easier to cultivate than had 
been expected. With autumn cultivation 
well advanced, every possible effort should 
be made to get winter. wheat sown. Varieties 
of this type are admirably suited for Ireland, 
and, as the Governments of Eire and 
Northern Ireland have decreed that there 
must be a further increase in the area under 
tillage in 1941, it is desirable that wheat 
should occupy a prominent place in the 
rotation. 


Compulsory Tillage 


In Eire, under the renewed Compulsory 
Tillage Order, holders of ten statute acres or 
more, must now till one-sixth of their arable 
land instead of one-eighth during the current 
season. The difference will mean that a 
farmer with 100 acres of arable land must 
till next year 16% acres instead of 12} acres 
as at present. 

Farmers in Northern Ireland, every occupier 
of land, must have at least one-third of his 
total area of arable land under cultivation in 
1941. The gist of the Order in that part of 
the country is that every farmer must culti- 
vate in 1941 an area equal to what was 
under cultivation in 1939, and, in addition, 
one-fourth of the total area of arable land in 
1941. A farmer need not, however, have 
more than one-half of his arable land under 
cultivation in 1941. 

It has been pointed out by leading agri- 
cultural authorities that the amount of food 
produced from an acre of land under the 
plough is much greater than that from an 
acre of grassland. For example, from 25 to 
30 times more food is obtained from an 
acre of potatoes than from an acre of grass- 
land utilised for the grazing of fattening 
cattle and sheep. 

Where land needs improvement in the way 
of drainage and the cutting of rushes, this 
ae be attended to beíore ploughing takes 
place. 


The Place of Wheat 


Wheat may, with advantage, follow such 
crops as potatoes, rich old lea and clean 
stubble. & the case of lea, ploughing should 
be pushed ahead at every opportunity. Seed 
may be sown from now until the end of 
November. Other things being equal, wheat. 
sown early is likely to give the best results. 

The best soil for wheat-growing is a fairly 
heavy clay or rich loam, but medium loam, 
and even light soils in good heart, are also 
suitable for producing satisfactory crops of 
this cereal. 

Under average conditions, about sixteen 
stones of seed should be sown per statute 
acre if the seed is sown broadcast, while, if 
sown with a corn drill, about fourteen stones 
will suffice. If the land is of poor fertility, 
the seed of a low germination capacity, or 
sowing done after about the middle of 
November, slightly higher rates of seeding 
should be used. 


Preparation of Seed-bed 


When putting in winter wheat, the seed- 
bed should be left rough and open on the 
surface. With a seed-bed which is too fine 
on the surface, especially if the soil is of a 
heavy nature, a hard crust is liable to form 
on the surface during the winter, due to the 
action of rain. 

It is advised to dress the seed with an 
organic mercurial compound for the preven- 
tion of bunt or stinking smut. 

On potato land, after the potatoes have 
been dug and the ground cleared of stalks, 
weeds, etc., the ned may be sown broadcast 
and covered by ploughing lightly—not deeper 
than three inches. This method leaves a 
— open suriace as is desirable. The 
seed cannot be picughed in directly on stubble 
or lea land. 

An alternative method of putting in the 
crop on potato land and also the method 
suitable for stubble land is to plough the 
land and then sow the seed either broadcast 
or with a corn drill. In preparing the seed- 
bed for the corn drill, and in covering the 
seed when sown broadcast, a spring-tooth 
harrow or other light cultivator should be 
used in preference to ordinary harrows, so as 
sv leave the surface soil in a rough open con- 

ition. 


On Lea Land 


On lea ground it is important to obtain a 
firm seed-bed, and with this object in view 
the furrows should be thrown well over when 

loughing and packed tightly. Ploughing of 
ea for wheat should be done as early in 
autumn as possible. The seed may be sown 
either broadcast or with a corn drill. - In 
preparing the seed-bed, the disc harrow is a 
very useful implement, as it will help to con- 
solidate the ploughing. Discing should be 
done mainly in the direction of the ploughing, 
and more for the purpose of jeuibideting 
the seed-bed than of producing a fine tilth. 
Too much “cut ” on the discs should, there- 
fore, be avoided. If a disc harrow is not 
available, one or two strokes of the ordinary 
harrows should be given in the direction of 
the furrows, and the preparation of the seed- 
bed then completed with a spring-tooth har- 
row. If the seed is to be sown broadcast it 
will generally be desirable to give a stroke 
of the disc or ordinary harrows before sow- 
ing. The seed may then be sown, and 
covered with the disc harrow or spring-tooth 
harrow. When using the — har- 
row on lea ploughing care should be taken 
not to tear up sds.

TRACTORS REPAY CARE 


— 


TIMELY OVERHAULS SAVE 
MONEY 


Tractors need something more than routine 
attention if they are to give their best. 
Those with a season of hard work behind 
them will repay the cost of expert attention. 
Money can be saved in the long run by 
correcting minor troubles that may result in 
costly repairs if they are neglected. It ig 
impossible to assess the loss if a tractor 
breaks down just when the weather is right 
for getting an important job done. 

It would be unpractical to define a list of 
things the expert might do; so much depends 
upon how long the tractor has been in 
service and how it has been handled. But 
skilled attention is valuable for such things as 
checking the engine for power and regular 


running and adjusting fuel and ignition 
systems. Thus will fuel be saved and the 
tractor pull its full weight. Any sign of 


knock will be investigated. This may be 
because it is ‘‘ carboned up, and decarboni- 
sation is all that is necessary; but it may 
equally well be a loose big end or main beat- 
ing, and then timely attention will save 
serious damage. The steering, the clutch, the 
wheel bearings and the cooling system are 
other points where expert inspection means a 


saving of money in the end. 


POTATOES FOR 
LIVESTOCK 


HOW TO FEED THEM 


OTATOES make a gue feed for live 
P stock, and will replace cereals in the 
ration. The types of unsaleable pota- 
toes that should be used for this purpose in- 
clude chats, damaged ware, tubers slightly 
blighted or holed by wireworm, and, in some 
areas, twice or three times Is seed. They 
can all be quite safely used for feeding, but 
they must be clean. For earth, if eaten, 
may cause digestive disturbances. 

Raw potatoes are slightly bitter in taste 
and have a laxative action that will cause 
blowing or scouring if too generously fed; 
for this reason most experienced feeders pre- 
fer to boil or steam the potatoes. ey 
be boiled or steamed before 
they aré fed to horses (except in very = 
quantities); to animals in a late state 
pregnancy, or to very young stock; sprouts 
contain an? injurious ‘substance and must 
therefore, be removed. 

Raw potatoes should never be fed ad lib 
to any animal, but where the amounts con- 
sumed can he controlled they may be used

“A Historic Moment” 


Some mystery surrounds the meeting, 
which took place yesterday, between Herr 
Hitler and Signor Mussolini. The two 
dictators met for the second time since 
the outbreak of war on the Italian side 
of the Brenner Pass, and it seems that 
official «ircles in Berlin are highly 
indignant because some foreign journalist 
revealed the fact that the meeting was 
about to take place before publication had 


been authorised. For more than three. 


hours Herr Hitler and Signor Mussolini 
conferred in the Duce’s armoured train. 


“The Fuehrer was accompanied by Herr 


von Ribbentrop, Herr von Mackensen, the 
German Ambassador in Rome; Dr. 
Dietrich, the Nazi Press chief, and 
General von Keitel, Chief of Staff, who 
attended the later stages of the conference. 
With the Duce were Count Ciano, Signor 
Dino Alfieri, Signor Bastianini, who was 
Italian Ambassador in London, and 
General Nacci. The official bulletin, 
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which was published after the meeting, 


KAA, vouchsafes very little information, It 
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| merely announces that there was “a 


cordial meeting, conducted in the spirit 
of the “Axis,” ” and that the two leaders 
discussed ‘‘all problems of interest” to 
their respective countries... The. propa- 
ganda departments in Berlin and Rome 
naturally cannot go beyond “this laconic 
communiqué; but unofficial commentators 
are doing their best to stimulate popular 
interest. ‘ Big things,” they declare, 
“are in the offing.”” Herr Hitler and 
Signor Mussolini have begun to “write 
a new chapter in Europe’s current history, ' 
and the meeting on the Brenner was “a 
historic moment of vast importance.” The 
German Press advises its readers to 
exercise their customary patience. ‘‘It is 
not necessary,” one newspaper writes, ' to 
show a special curiosity regarding the out- 
come of the conference. The world will 
soon see.” The Hamburger. Fremdenblatt, 
which has intimate associations with the 
Wilhelmstrasse, speaks of plans for the 
destruction of ‘‘ British universalism,” 
while the Popolo di Roma suggests that 
Herr Hitler and Signor “Mussolini dis- 
cussed, inter alia, the possibilities of a 
prolonged war. Manifestly, the German 
Fuehrer did not travel all the way to the 
Brenner Pass merely in order to exchange 
courtesies with Signor Mussolini. In 
addition to the official: bulletin, the 
German News Agency late last night 
declared that the meeting took place at a 
moment when the British must defend 
their Empire not only on the Thames, but 
also on the Suez Canal. Both Germany 
and Italy, it adds, are determined to fight 
until ‘‘the British enemy shall have been 
finally crushed.’? They will ‘‘ allow him 
no breathing space; and they will defeat 
him.” Furthermore, Germany and Italy 
regard Africa and the Greater European 
State as ‘‘an indivisible whole.” Their 
diplomatic and military decisions are 
taken ‘‘ with this fact in mind.” The 
world, apparently, can interpret these 
sibylline utterances as it chooses. While 
Herr Hitler and Signor Mussolini were 
deciding the future of the world on the 
Brenner, a heavy gale was blowing in the 
English Channel. Is it not possible that 


the invasion of England has been 
postponed, afd that the next news 
of importance will come from the 


Mediterranean ? 

Germany has conquered the greater 
part of Europe. Poland, Denmark; 
Norway, Holland, Belgium and France 
have ceased to exist as independent 
States; and Herr Hitler’s domination of 
the continent is paralleled in history only 
by that of Napoleon. Great Britain, now 
as then, remains undefeated. Now, ans 
then, her enemies realise the importance 
to the British Empire of the Near and 
Middle East, and it is not unreasonable 
to presume that henceforward Italy will 
be expected to play a more active part in 
the campaign than she has played sinde 
last May. Marshal Graziani already has 
started an offensive against Egypt; but 
desert warfaro is not easy, and progress, 
in the nature of things, has been slow. 
The British have substantial forces, not 
only in Egypt and the Sudan, but also 
in Palestine, which has enormous strategic 
importance; but since the collapse of 
French resistance—particularly in Syria 


and Morocco—their position vis ó. vis the 
Italians has been weakened appreciably. 
Will the Germans decide now to abandon 
their plans for the invasion of Great 
Britain until the spring, when conditions 
will become favourable again, and send 
troops to reinforce the Italians in their 
drive against Egypt and the Suez Canal? 
Their task will be lightened considerably 
if they can obtain possession of Gibraltar, 
and overcome the reluctance of Greece 
to abandon her neutrality. Evidently it 
was hoped that General Franco would 
join the “ Axis” Powers, and thus 
facilitate an offensive against the famous 
“ Rock ’’; but Sefiot Sufier’s visits to 
Berlin and Rome do not seem to have 
borne the expected fruit. Possibly, this 
problem formed part of the agenda at 


the Brenner. Then there is the 
question of Greece. Some months 
ago it looked as if Italy would 


make war on the Greeks, on the ground 
that they were maltreating the Albanians ; 
but it became evident that an attack on 
Greece would involve serious reactions in 
Turkey, and, consequently, would play 
straight into Great Britain’s hands. The 
time has come now, however, when early 
action is imperative. The German people 
| have been promised a short war, although, 
| no doubt, Herr Hitler and his colleagues 
have made preparations for a longer cam- 
paign than seemed to be likely four 
months ago. Much of the Fuehrer’s 
popularity, as well as his success, has 
been due to the fact that he never has 
rested on his laurels, He is essentially a 
man of action, and has been able to keep 
the enthusiasm of the German people at 
fever heat by an unbroken series of diplo- 
matic and military triumphs. In these 
circumstances, he is not likely to be satis- 
fied to retire, as it were, into winter 
quarters, and prepare for a further cam- 
paign in the spring. If Great Britain 
cannot be invaded during the bad 
weather, the Egyptian climate invites 
action during the winter months. Natur- 
ally, the Italians will be expected to bear 
the brunt of any Mediterranean cam- 
paign ; but the Germans have any number 
of well trained troops to go to their allies’ 
assistance. While, therefore, nothing can 
be certain in this baffling war, the odds 
are in favour of early “liveliness ” in 
the Mediterranean.

London’s Trial $ 


When Paul, the principal character in 
Remarque’s “ All Quiet on the Western. 
Front,’’ went home on leave, the old men 
in the beer garden told him how the war 
should be fought. He suggested ‘that the 
war might be rather different from what 
people thought, but the headmaster with 
the steel watch-chain dismissed the idea 
loftily and informed him -that he knew 
nothing about it. ‘‘ You see only your 
little sector and so cannot have any 
general survey.” It is possible to be too 
close to an event, both physically and in 
point of time, to form a balanced mental 
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picture of it. The spectator has a much 
better idea of the way the game-went than - 
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the player who-was in the thick of it, 
The newspaper reader at home-is able to 
see a war as'a whole, while the soldier 
taking part in it is liable to weigh his 
impressions ‘too heavily with - the 
knowledge of what has been taking place in 
his own part of the line. That is natural. 
From his personal point of view, the part 
of:the line which he occupies is the most 
important part of the war. With text 
books, maps and reports, it is permissible 
to fight almost any war in smoke-room, 
club or café, to the satisfaction of the arm- 
chair fighter. The war in the air, how- 


lever, and particularly the attack on 


London, is something that cannot be 


visualised by those wh. have not ex- 
-perienced it. 


Speculations may. be made 
about its effects, about the relative 
losses of British and German machines, 
and the like, but the more that is 
written about the bombing and machine- 
gunning the more does it become clear 
that we, in this fortunate place, have only 
a glimmering of what it all means. 

For some weeks there has been a steady 
flow of evacuees through the port of Dun 
Laoghaire. There has been an amplitude 
of information about houses destroyed by 


bombs, about nights in air-raid shelters 


or underground stations, about sorrows, 
losses, deaths and destruction. 

There is pathos in the sight of the tired 
children that accompany the women seek- 
ing safety in this country, and a great 
deal of the weariness that is due to 
travelling and the dishevelment that is 
due to the trip across the Irish Sea is 
readily attributed to the ecarlicr incon- 
of which the interviewed 
evacuees speak. They have seen things 
which cannot be regarded as other than 
tragic, but the fact that the husbands and 
fathers have remained in London, to take 
their chance of survival, and that some 
of the women and children are so cheerful, 
even though their lot has 
disastrous as the most miserable, spoils 
any unrelieved picture of gloom that has 
been too readily conceived on the first 
emotion-stirring sight of baggage-burdened 
and children-surrounded women coming off 
the mail-boat. An understanding of the 
spirit of the people who are enduring the 
raids is as important as an account of the 
damage caused by the raiders in any con- 
sideration of the battle of Britain.

air raid ‘‘alerts,’’ and prices were unable 
to make any headway. They were fxcing 
a day that, like the days that had gone 
before it, would be ‘full of alarms as 
bombers sought to reach the city. They 
had spent a night in sleep, if any, that 
was marked by the discomforts of appre- 
hensions and rude awakenings as raids 
disturbed the capital. Yet, in the words 
that frequently mark peace-time reports of 
the same centre of business, ‘‘ the London 
Stock Market opened cheerfully.’’

Useful Work 


Policies may come and policies may go, 
but unemployment, goes on for ever; or so 
it would appear. 'The European war has 
brought death and destruction to several 
countries; to Ireland it has brought a 
certain. amount of hardship in the form of 
shortage of supplies, rising prices and— 
unemployment. Let it be admitted that 
we are luckier than most nations; yet we 
cannot expect to escape scot-free from this 
war—even if we avoid direct embroilment 
in it—and unemployment, with the dis- 
comfort and distress. resulting therefrom, 
will be the share that we must contribute 
to the world’s sum of misery, One of the 
nation’s foremost tasks is to consider how 
best it can lighten this burden of un- 
employment. It cannot be reduced to 
vanishing point, but there is small doubt 
that it can be relieved in very considerable 
measure. At the beginning of the war, 
just over a year ago, this newspaper urged 
the Government to concentrate on certain 
works which could be performed with little 
vr no reliance upon imported materials, 
and would provide employment for large 
numbers of men. These works were, 
principally, the construction of roads and 
sewers. Perhaps, it is impossible to 
proceed with the full programme of slum- 
clearance and re-housing which took so 
large a place in the counsels of the 
Government and of the Dublin Corporation 
before the war; but is there any reason 
why the preliminary essentials for many 
schemes, in addition to those which still 
are under way, cannot be completed? The 
sites of new housing colonies can be 
marked out; the necessary approaches can 
be built; the sewers can be constructed ; 
foundations for the houses themselves can 
be laid. Such work would create useful 
employment, and, in addition, it would 
leave so much less to be done when peace 
returns and the actual erection of dwell- 
ings can begin anew. As for roads, the 
Minister for Local Government made some 
interesting announcements when he moved 
the second stage of the Unemployment 
(Relief Works) Bill in Dail Eireann this 
week, He spoke of the Dublin Town- 
planning Consultants’ preliminary report, 
issued a year ago, and gave us reason to 
believe that some of its recommendations 
will be brought into early effect. He made 
special mention of ‘‘ two ring roads on the 
north and south of the city, partly within 
and partly without the city boundary,” 
and took the opportunity to hint that 
such technicalities as ‘‘ circumscribed 
boundaries ’’ will not be allowed to inter- 
fere with useful schemes of planning and 
with the resulting employment of men. 
We welcome the tidings, and we would 
direet Mr. Ruttledge’s attention to a 
scheme which has been advocated many 
times in these columns—namely, the 
hastening of an “ East Circular road ’’ to 
cross the Liffey between Butt Bridge and 
the sea, and of a “central highway ” 
from Henry street to Dame street. The 
Minister’ made a very sensible appeal to 
planning authorities. He urged them to 
make haste with the préparation of 
preliminary surveys, in order that works 
for the relief of unemployment may be 
fitted into a useful framework and may 
not. be mere stop-gaps. Unemployment 
can be relieved as easily by sensible works 
of demolition and construction, which 
will prove an asset to the people in years 
to come, as by makeshift expedients; and 
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them in a less grudging spizit,

already has to carry. Among the members 
of the National Party in the House of 
Commons there is a hope that he will not 
tie himself completely to the Conservative 
Party, as, in their opinion, he will le 
able to do better work outside. On the 
other hand, some of the Conservatives take 
the line thas Mr. Churchill should becom: 
leader, it only to put an end to the series 
of misunderstandings which kept him out 
of office for years. It is generally acknow- 
ledged, however, that the question is one 
Mr. Churchill must decide for himse'!/, 
even if acceptance should mean that he 
may have to delegate the duties of tho 
office. These are not really very heavy, 
and consist mainly of appearance at tho 
annual conference of the party, which, 
however, will not be held this year. 


Accommodation Problem 


Numerous complaints are being made 
to members of Parliament by people who 
have endeavoured to leave vulnerable areas 
for those less liable to attack by aircraft 
at the extortionate rates demanded for 
even the simplest accommodation. It is 
held to be desirable in the national interest 
that the population of the country should 
be dispersed, so that the number in the 
principal centres of population is reduced 
and the number in sparsely inhabited parts 
of the country is increased; but the carry- 


by extremely high rates charged for rooms 
in country districts. Many actual instances 
have been forwarded to members of Parlia- 
ment, and there seems to be no doubt that 
the charges made for simple accommoda- 
tion—in some cases merely for sleeping in 
a house with no meals—exceed all reason- 
able limits. 


Rebuilding of London 


When Sir John Reith has to consider 
the rebuilding of London he will have the 
assistance of architects already active 
upon the work of. assessing the damage. 
Some weeks ago Mr. W. H. Ansell, the 
new President of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, found himself at the 
head of a profession which had little to 
do; but now architects are again in great 
demand, unemployment having vanished 
more quickly than it came. They are busy 
in assessing damage to premises and dis- 
covering whet can Se done in the way of 
repairs, and especially busy are those 
employed by inazal authorities with 
facilities for starting immediately upon 
the repair of public buildings. Builders 
are also doing what they can in connec- 
tion with urgent demolition work anid 
general patching up, but the assessment 
of damage and reconstruction is the work 
of architects. 


New Ration Plan 


A simpler ration plan is being drawn 
up by the Ministry of Food to take the 
place of the present system of ration 
books. The method in use is based upon 
that employed during the 1914-18 war, 
and u'’ses blocks of cards. divided int» 
squares, cach of which represents a ration 
for a week, each week being numbered 
so that it is only valid for that week, and 
is cut off by the retailer on a purchase 
being made. No announcement has been 
made regarding the proposed new system, 
but it is believed to be based upon the 
use of rubber stamps to obliterate the 
divisions on the cards, so that the in- 
convenience and delays associated with 
the physical removal of the coupons 's 
avoided. There is room for considerable 
improvement in the present plan, and the 
new proposal has much to commend it. 


** Business as Usual '' 


London businesses, both large stores 
and small shops, are receiving every 
encouragement from all sides to continue 
their operations, and in. many cases 
similar concerns, who in normal times 
would be regarded as competitors, have 
placed their services at the disposal of 
firms whose premises have been damage‘. 
In other cases vacant premises in the 
vicinity have been lent to the firms, who 
have thus been able to carry on part of 
their business, and have not been foreed 
to cease operations altogether. Premises 
have been shared and transport facilities 
have been pooled, and a spirit of willing 
co-operation has been exhibited in all 
directions. 


Meals Difficulties 


City restaurants, owing to fucl diffi- 
culties, are unable to do much in the 
providing of hot meals; but necessity being 
the mother of invention, a number of them 
are carrying through plans for cooking 
which give a great deal of trouble, but 
are effective. On the roof of a big building 
a chef presides over several galvanised 
barrels filled with burning coke, which are 
lighted at half-past six in the morning. 
On these are cooked steaks, chops, chickens 
and vegetables, while big boilers provide 
a choice of puddings and hot soups. The 
result is most successful, and the restaurant 
is doing great business. 


The Stock Exchange 


Business on the London Stock Exchango 
shows signs of extension. One day last 
week the number of bargains carried 
through fell to about one thousand, but 
this week there has been a recovery, and 
the number of dealings every day has 
averaged between twelve and fifteen 
hundred, a big percentage improvement. 
Stockbrokers ave still finding it difficult to 
meet their overhead charges owing to lack 
of business. Before the war the number 
of bargains executed cach day was about 
four thousand. It is now hoped that 
better times are in sight.

British Legation officials to-day inter- 
viewed Mr. Alexander Miller, another 
British oil man who was arrested earlier, and 
announced that a statement would be issued 
later. ‘They stated that Mr. Miller, whom 
they saw in a prison cell, was subjected to 
third degree and beaten during the 48 hours 
he was held by the band of youths. who 
were alleged to have kidnapped him before 
he came into police custody. 


QUESTIONED IN OFFICE 


It was later stated that both Miller and 
Clark were discovered by British Legation 
officials being. questioned by the Rumanian 
authorities. It was reported that Clark was 
being cross-examined in his engineering office 
at Ploesti, and British officials went there 
in an attempt to intercede. 

The British Legation said that no charge 
had so far been made against Miller, but 
added that the Rumanian authorities claimed 
that, he had assisted in espionage. 

It became known in Bucharest to-day that 
Professor Esk, a Paris journalist, had been 
arrested by the Rumanian Secret Police and 
charged with complicity in an alleged British 
sabotage plot. 

The Secret Police are said to be continuing 
their investigations of what Rumanian officials 
described as a ‘‘ widespread British sabotage 
plot.” They have, it was stated, ‘‘ indisput- 
able evidence” that British agents had 
planned to destroy Rumanian oil shipments 
for Germany. 


NOT ISSUED YET 


The Rumanian Government’s reply to the 
British protest over the arrest of five British 
subjects employed in Rumanian oil con- 
cessions has not vet been issued. A German 
version of the Rumanian reply, making charges 
against the British Minister at Bucharest, 
Sir Reginald Hoare, has been refuted by the 
British Legation. 

The ‘“‘sabotage panic”? in Rumania has 
reached a further stage, according to a 
report on the Italian Radio. This stated 
that General Antonescu, Dictator of Rumania, 
had announced a new decree calling for severe 
measures against economic sabotage, The 
decree was said to provide for confiscation of 
property, imprisonment up to twenty years 
and the death sentence,

ACCOUNTS OF LONDON 
BOMBING

CORK, Friday. 


Nine women and eight children, evacuees 
from England, arrived at Cork this morning 
by the Rosslare Express, and were met at the 
Cork Railway Station by members of the Cork 
Branch of the Irish Red Cross Society, who 
provided them with transport to various parts 
of the county, after having supplied them 
with food. and refreshments and attending 
generally to their comfort. The children in- 
cluded three babies in arms. 

All the adult arrivals gave harrowing ac- 
counts of their experiences of the bombings 
in their respective areas. 

Mrs. Josephine McAuliffe, who lived at 
North Kensington, and has come to stay with 
her sister, Mrs, Frazer, in Passage West, Co. 
Cork, told how some relatives of her husband 
were victims of the blitzkrieg over London. 
A seven-year old niece of her husband, was 
killed when the house in which she was liv- 
ing was demolished, At that time the child, 
Mary O’Leary, was in the basement, and a 
direct hit was scored on the house. almost 
completely demolishing it. Later the body 
of the child was discovered in the débris, 
A number of other people received injuries 
in the same explosion, 

Another Cork woman, Mrs, O’Sullivan, and 
some of her nine children—Mrs. McAuliffe 
was not certain how many of them—were 
killed, when a bomb fell directly on their 
home, as they were sheltering in the base- 
ment, ‘The remainder of the children were 
injured and were treated in hospital. Other 
relatives of Mrs. McAuliffe’s husband were 
injured when they were taking shelter near 
their home in Auckland road. 


FORTUNATE ESCAPES 


Mrs. Johanna Griggs, of East Acton, told 
of the fortunate escape that she and her 
husband, with their three children, had, when 
“we were in our own shelter, behind our 
home, and only 100 yards away ten people 
were killed in a public ghelter.’’ 

Mrs. O'Callaghan, a native of Crookstown, 
who came to stay with relatives in Kerry, 
said that, although she and her family had 
many sleepless nights, very little damage was 
done in their district, Richmond, Surrey. 
One of the arrivals, who seemed much less 
affected than the others by conditions in 
London, was Miss Nancy Flanagan, a native 
of Kilmovee, Mayo, who was going to her 
mother’s house at Glengariff. She said 
that, while conditions were bad in many 
areas, they were not so bad as one would 
imagine from reading the newspaper reports. 
During all the raids she had never sought 
refuge in an air-raid shelter, but had re- 
mained in the basement of her house, which 
was still intact. ‘‘You might walk,” she 
said, ‘‘ through several streets and see no 
signs of the existence of the war, but further 
afield there was ample evidence of the havoc 
that was being wrought by bombs. It was 
no exaggeration to say that the British people 
were wonderful. They took little notice of 
the day raids, and business went on much 
the same as usual.”

here were 450 gallons of paraffin and 90 

allons of petrol on board, and when the 
fre extended in a short time to these tanks 
the flames reached a great height, 

Soon the harbour master and competent 
port authority, Lieutenant J. McDonnell, 
with Detective-Sergeant Comyn, Detective-

Reynolds and Byrne, and Mr. Charles 
Murdock, Lloyd’s local agent, arrived, and, 
with the assistance of the crew and of local 
‘people, formed a bucket chain, The fire 
‘was got under control after some hours, but 
not before the rear half of the. vessel had 
been burnt out. The cargo, a non-inflammable 
material, remained intaot.

COMPULSORY IRISH 


TO TLE EDITOR. OF THE LRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—There is a great deal of sound common 
sense and realism behind the remarks of Mr. 
Oscar Love in his letter of October 2nd, in 
which he says: ' When the Churches adopt 
full Services in Irish a real beginning 
will be made, but it is useless to start this 
crusade until we realise that narrow pre- 
judice is a danger, worse and more insidious 
than the danger of battle.” 

‘His question is very pertinent when he 
asks: ' How many Irish speakers possess 
a Bible, or even a New Testament, in Irish? 
The answer to that question, which, | fear, 
must be largely in the negative, will have 
revealing significance foi ali those who have 
a genuine interest in the language and would 
like to see it preserved and _ extensively 
spoken. The history of the Welsh language 
-will serve as an instructive analogy. In 
1535 Henry VIII. united Wales and England 
and English law was thrust upon the land. 


Welsh language, since no one could hold office 
unless he was able to speak English. It 1s 
generally recognised to-day by historians that 
the one thing which more than any other 
helped to save the Welsh language at that 
time, and subsequently, was the translation 
of the Bible into the language of the people, 
and in this respect the work of William 
Morgan deserves special mention. The 
language of his translation is the basis of 
all Welsh prose written after it, as it is also 
the basis of the Welsh language taught to 
Welsh children to-day. Had the same thing 
happened with regard to Irish the language 
would be in a sounder position. It is quite 
true that the saintly Bedell had the 
Scriptures translated into the then mother- 
tongue of Ireland, but no adequate use was 
made of this translation, nor did it ever get 
the hold upon the people which the Welsh 
Bible did. To my mind, one of the first 
essentials in a crusade to preserve the 
language is to secure an up-to-date trans- 


Irish to-day, and teach it to our children, 
éspecially to those of them who have the 
reater facilities for learning or using the 
anguage. i 

It all amounts to this, that until Irish 
becomes the language of the home and of 
religion its chances for survival are slight. 
The assocjations of home and religion are the 
most enduring and inspirational of any. We 
have tried compulsion, but it should be 
apparent by now that the survival value of a 
language which depends so largely upon com- 
pulsion is very doubtful. Mr. Ui Duibhne’s 
cure is a more thorough-going compulsion 
still, but, with all due respect for his 
patriotism, which we must admire such com- 
pulsion would give the knock-out biow to the 
language, even though for the time being it 
might secure a wider use. What we require 
rather is a lead, and we naturally expect 
this from our clergy and statesmen, and in 
this both have sadly failed us, although they 
have not been slow to refer to the language 
for propaganda purposes and pay to it a lip

Ballina Parish Council, after a discussion 
regarding the prtovision of stocks of food- 
stuffs and fuel against a possible emergency 
extending overe the last four weekly meet- 
ings, has evolved a scheme which involves 
no immediate expenditure.
